Fort Erie’s future high 
school has a name, and 
now a location has been 
finalized. 

“This is good news for 
Fort Erie,” outgoing mayor 
Doug Martin said. 

Greater Fort Erie 
Secondary School will 
open its doors at 1640 
Garrison Rd., in September 
2017 and will accommo¬ 
date about 750 students. 

District School Board 
of Niagara trustees voted 
last Tuesday night to 
approve the purchase of 
15 acres of land across the 
street from the Town of 
Fort Erie for $1.6 million. 

Fort Erie Golf Club 


owner Larry Gibson said 
the DSBN has purchased 
15 acres of the golf 
course. 

“We have about 56 
acres, and the school 
board will get the driving 
range, the first hole and 
the club house," Gibson 

The golf course will 
undergo a renovation, and 
operations will move from 
the club house to the golf 
club's banquet hall. 

"We will be open next 
season as if nothing ever 
happened,” Gibson said. 

"All of my kids went to 
Fort Erie Secondary 
School and graduated 
from there. When I heard 
they (the DSBN) wanted 
to bring the school here, I 


was excited at the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with them.” 

The school will be able 
to incorporate a full dou¬ 
ble gym and an artificial 
turf football field, with 
room for further expan- 

"This was my preferred 
location from the get-go,” 
Martin said. “The new 
high school will be built 
exactly where it should be. 
The town hall and the sur¬ 
rounding area were always 
meant to be a civic square. 
A new high school is just a 
great addition to it.” 

"I think it’s the best 
spot,” Fort Erie school 
board trustee Dave 
Schaubel said. 

“The location has 
incredible visibility, and 


it’s right across the street 
from the Fort Erie 
Leisureplex, the YMCA 
and the town hall.” 

Schaubel said it has 
been his hope “from day 
one” to have one healthy 
and united high school in 
Fort Erie instead of two 
separate high schools. 

The construction of a 
new school means the 
amalgamation of Fort Erie 
Secondary and Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High 
Schools into one school. 
The consolidation will 
allow more offerings of 
after school activities and 
sports programs. 

“I think it's an incredi¬ 
ble opportunity for all of 
Fort Erie and the DSBN,” 
he said. 


“We are very pleased 
to have found a property 
located centrally in the 
town,” said Warren 
Hoshizaki, DSBN Director 
of Education. 

“We appreciate the 
assistance of the Town of 
Fort Erie and the Region 
of Niagara in reaching this 
important milestone,” 
added Hoshizaki. 

“Working with the 
Town, we hope to make 
Greater Fort Erie a true 
community hub. We are 
interested in exploring 
further collaborations that 
will benefit both students 
and the surrounding com¬ 
munity,” said Helen 
McGregor, DSBN 
Superintendent of 
Education.

“With the site selec¬ 
tion now completed, we 
can move forward with 
detailed plans for the new 
school in order to ensure 
that Greater Fort Erie 
opens its doors to students 
in September 2017,” 
McGregor added. 

The decision to build a 
new high school in Fort 
Erie was the result of an 
accommodation review of 
the community's two high 
schools last year. 

Earlier this year, the 
Ministry of Education 
announced a $25 million 
funding grant in support 
of the new school build.

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Red Tails are ‘common hawk’ in North America

Red tailed hawks are usually 
found in our openflelds of Greater 

This hawk is found throughout 
North America, Yes, that’s hue. 

Years ago, while staying on 
Sanibel Island on the Gulf coast 
near Naples, Florida perched on a 
palm was a familiar bird. 

Red tail? Yes. Audubon Guide 
says that it is our most common 
hawk in North America. 

The Red Tail is the largest and 
bulkiest of the Buteo family. It 
soars over our open fields with its 
keen eyesight About 85% of its 
diet is mice and voles. This is a 
good hawk but random hunters 
are shooting them increasingly 
each year 

I have taped its penetrating calls 
over the years. Listen for its high- 
pitched call. 

“ Kr-r-r-r-r!” On your computer 
through Google you can hear that 
unforgettable call as it soars over 
the land. 

It’s time for an end-of-year look 
back again at the evolution of 
Fort Erie’s Friendship Trail. To 
motorize or not, that was the 
question years ago. As for me and 
my friends we wanted apedestri- 


paved trails. 

Ray Willwerth and I walked 
with octogenarian John Lessle 
several springs ago. 

John had walked Marcy Woods 
trails for well over 60 years. That’s 
where I met himfirst. 

John wanted us to see his paved 
trail in western New York. On a 
winter day we picked up John and 
headed west to Werhle Drive. We 
were a few miles from Eastern 
Hills Mall. 

We drove to a parking lot where 
they made pacemakers. Behind 
the factory were nature trails that 
John often walked on. Remember 
we are now out in a rural area. 


We followed the path into the 
woods until we came to a payed

Paved? As far as we could see 
stretched a 20 foot wide paved 

“The old New York Central went 
through here,” John said. Too bad 
though. It’s a raceway now for 
bikes, big bikes, Harleys and the 
like.

In the winter time it's snowmo¬ 
biles. 

They travel fast too. There’s no 
police monitoring as far as I know.

It is time to start thinking about getting the Flu vaccine. Each year an average of 20,000 people are 
hospitalized, and between 2,000 and 8,000 Canadians can die of influenza and its complications. Those 
most likely to suffer complications of the flu are the most vulnerable; children under two and adults 
over 65. The seasonal influenza vaccine is safe and effective and can benefit people of all ages. The flu 
shot only provides protection up to 12 months; immunization is required each year. This year’s flu shot 
protects against the H1N1 flu virus as well as two other strains of flu. October to mid-November is the 
best time for immunization, but the vaccine may still be given in winter months. 

Who should get immunized? The following is a list from the recommended guidelines.
